NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


We agiin issue this week Darkest Russivas a supplement to our paper 
Unfortunately, the record of persecution is not yet’ complete, and from tim» 
to time it is necessary to ‘Inform the nglish public of the current condition 
of the Jews in the empire of the Czar. The latest change in the situation is 
one the full effects of which can only be dimly imagined until sad experience 
shall have accustomed us to them as a realised actuality. This new factor is 
the extension of the persecution to Poland. Thousands of Jewish families 
have acquired land in Poland, and the Imperial Bank of Russia has itself 
recognised the validity of the Jewish rights in these lands by freely advancing 
money on them, Whatever be the immediate motive,’ this state of things is 
now to be altered. The Jews are to be deprived of their property, or to sur- 
render it at ruinous losses. They are, moreover, to be driven from the 
villages, that is to say from the country proper, where they have been 
instrumental in promoting trade, establishing industries and factories, and in 
developing the resources of the country generally. All this is as nought in 


the eyes of the Russian Government. Why should they pay 
any regard to the interests of the peasantry, when — some 
cherished policy demands that those interests must be satisfied ? 


As Mr. George Kennan well puts it: “Stripped of verbiage, and reduced 
to the simplest possible form of expression, the feeling of the governing 
classes in Russia towards the Jews would seem, even from. Botkine’s 
official explanation, to be a feeling of personal antipathy blended with race 
prejudice.” But of course the real explanation is suppressed. It is a reli- 
gious persecution ; neither more nor less. The other elements in the 
situation are insignificant by the side of this all-pervading fact. 


It is thus useless to appeal to Russia on humanitarian grounds. But 
the Jews have been driven by centuries of persecution to a foremost position 
in the financial world. They can, if they are now determined to strike a 
blow on behalf of their persecuted brethren, use the position thrust upon 
them. Darkest Russia has rightly devoted a great part of its space in. its 
last and its new issue to an exposure of the unsound condition of Russian 


finance, ‘ Lend Russia no Money” is the latest reply to Russian. perse- 
eution. The weapon has shown itself very efficacious in the past. It may 


prove equally pointed in the present. If Jewish financial houses in Holland, 
(rermany and France resolutely decline to help any of the financial operations 
likely to be indulged in by the Russian Government, the latter will be soon 
brought to their knees. Indeed it is an open secret that this has more or 
less been the case already. Official pressure has been exerted to prevent 
the publication of further issues of Darkest Russia, But the retort of the 
Russo-Jewish Committee is clear enough. (Que Mess/eurs les assassins com- 
mencent! Lot Russia show a disposition tq abate its ferocity, and it will

No prospect of material profit should 
induce a single Jewish house to help the Russian Government to carry out

the fruit of his recent researches in Spain. It is to be hoped that the 
opportunity of Dr. Gross’s visit will be seized by our own Historical Society 
to arrange some plan of cooperation with its American analogue. The 
history of the Jews in the United States during the colonial period is well 7 
within the scope of the work of our Society, and the bulk of the material ve 
is, of course, in local hands. On the other hand much precious data for Wf 
American Jewish history exist in this country. We understand that Dr. 
Gross is arranging for the communication of some of these data to his ° 
Society, and that one or two papers have already been promised to him, 
In the whole chr. ntqgue scandalenuse of the anti-Semitic agitation nothing ao 
so piquant has as yet appeared as the revelations with regard to the ro. 
monetary dealings of the Marquis de Mores with Dr. Cornelius Herz, which i 
we owe to M. Clemenceau. It appears that the doughty Marquis, whose a 
hatred of Jews 1s as aristocratic and as intense as the prejudice of Donna 4 
Clara, actually borrowed a sum of 20,000 franes of the Jew Herz, and 
that Drumont, the Apion of these degenerate days, joined his: friend in 
soliciting this service of the Hebrew. There seems to be a fatality in these 
transactions. Scarcely a prominent anti-Semite exists who has not at some 
time or other been under an obligation to a Jew. But in justice to the 
colleagues of MM. Drumont and De Mores it must b> admitted that no 
anti-Semite has hitherto shown so shameful a disregard for every dictate of 
honour or decency as to borrow secretly of the Jew at the very moment that 
he was publicly maligning him. The deseent to this level of degradation has 
been reserved for the aristocratic heir of the Vallombrosas and the arch- 
hypocrite who poses to-day as another Vincent Ferrer. Nothing is wanting 
to convict these shameless persons of the grossest unserupulousness. The 
money they borrowed was wanted for a gambling debt, and not only 
did they abuse the hand which benefited them, but they have sinceendeavoured to 
ruin a friend of their benefactor by describing his loval friendship for him as 
acrime. The whole story, by the way, alfords an interesting illustration o 
the plagiarisms of fiction occurring in real life. If Herz knew his Shakes- 
peare how pertinently he might have quoted to the impecunious Bassanio :— ‘a 
Fair sir, you spit on me on Wednesday last. 
You spurn'd me such a day; another time

This is not unpleasant reading, and as Jews we cannot but appreciate the 
very decided opinion which the Archdeacon of London expresses on the ques- 
tion of Hebrew Veracitv. The Archdeacon’s argument, moreover, possesses a 
certain force which is not to be gainsaid. But is he not going somewhat too 
far in assuming that the acceptance, in the main and not in all their exag- 
serated details, of the views of the modern school as to the composition of 
Deuteronomy and other: Biblical books must of necessity Impugn the veracity 
of the Hebrew race? Such a position seems to us indefensible. It ignores 
the conditions under which the popular traditions of the Hebrew race would 
be gathered up, and primitive legislations codified by ancient scribes. It also 
takes no account of the eanons of literary ethics which would be recognised

DEATH OF MR. ABRAHAM SAQUI, OF 
LIVERPOOL. 


The announcement of the death of Mr. Abraham Saqui, Choirmaster of the 
Prince’s Road Synagogue, Liverpool, which took place on the Ist inst., was received 
with much regret, not only by the Jews in that city, but by a wide circle of 
friends with whom he had been brought into contact mainly through his musical 
talents. Mr. Saqui’s death, which was due to paralyris of the brain, was 


‘unexpected, for though he had been suffering from what he supposed to be 


neuralgic pains in the head, he was.only absent from Synagogue for twe Sabbaths. 

Mr. Abraham Saqui was a native of London, aad was born 69 years ago. In 
early life he came to Liverpool, where he became a teacher of music. Tt is more 
than forty years ago since he received his appointment as teacher and leider of 
the choir of the Seel Street Synagogue, a post be continued on the removal of the 
congregation to the handsome synagogue in Princes Road, and retained to his 
death. His abilities as a musician and teacher have been extensively recognised, 
and lis pupils numbered many more Christians than Jews. As a choir leader he 
attained high rank, and his choir has long been regardedas one of ithe finest in syna- 
gogues in this country. His services, with those of his choir, were often in 
request at the Consecration of Synagogues in the North of England and in 
Ireland. On the occasion of his pastoral visit to Liverpool in May last, the Chief 
Rabbi complimented Mr. Saqui upon the exquisite and devotional manner in which 
he chotr had rendered the musical portions of the service. Dr. Adler added that 
for impressiveness and dignity there was no choir in or out of London to equal 
it. Mr. Saqui was once offered: the position of choirmaster to the West London 
Synagogue of Briush Jews, but he refused the offer, advantageous as it would 
have been, owing to his attachment to bis associations in Liverpool. 

Mr. Saqui composed and published a number of Hebrew melodies under the 
title of *¢ Songs of Israel,’ and during his Jone professional career many tingers 
who have risen to eminence owed much of their success to the training tuey 
received from him. Mr. Saqui was at one time favourably known on the stage, 
and several years ago he regularly travelled for some time between Liverpool! aad 
Manchester to play Hecate in *“ Macbeth,” to Miss Glyn’s Lady Macbeth. 

Mr. Saqui was a widower, his’ wife having died about thirty years ago, and 
leaves no family. , 

The funeral was largely attended, notwithstanding the unfavourable weather. 
The chief mourners were Mr. Horatio Saqui, nephew (London); Mr. Smith, 
nephew (Manchester) ; and Mr. Keyzor (London). Among others present were 
the Revs. Hf. Burman, 8. Friedeberg, H. M. Silver, and A. Rutkowski, Dr. Lewis, 
Messrs. J. Iless, P. Benas, 8S. A. Romain, B. Barnett, I. Wolf, J. Phillips, M. J. 
Williams, Hf. Moses, A. H. Norris, M. Aronsberg, M. Zell, T. Bede Houghton, 
Victor Goldberg (president of the Old Hebrew Congregation), Gollia and 5.

Mr. Heinemann is about to publish an English translation of a Polish novel 
by Kraszewski, called Zhe Jew, A French version by Alexandre Holynski 
appeared in 1886. This I have read. The novel did not make a very profound 
impression on me, The author writes of Judaism in a very friendly spirit, and 
some good things are said in the course of its over-long drawn-out pages. But 
the story is told inartistically, and may fail to interest. Perhaps the best thing 
initis the epigram: ‘ The Jews are indifferent or incredulous, hence they are 
cosmopolitans; they are fanatics and keep aloof from the world, hence they are 
under the world’s oan.” The real fault of the novel is that despite Kraszewski's 
sympathy with Judaism, he only describes it from without. He knows Judaism 
from the standpoint of philosophy, not of experience. The scenes of the hero’s, 
Jacob's, youth do not move, in either sense of the word. Moreover, the book 
might more aptly be termed “tf Jew.” than “ //e Jew,” or better still: “A 
Wandering Jew.” A good part of the story is told in journeys from inn toinn, 
round about the environs of Genoa, If i were inclined to pun, I might call it 
“The Inand Out Jew.”

masterpiece. But it is honest and outspoken, And hovest work is rare enough

_“ Hebrew. Visions of Hell and Paradise,” by the Rev. Ds. M. Gaster has 
appeared in the “Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society” (July 185) at an 
opportune moment.

BEGGARS AND SOHNORRERS. 


‘‘ BecGars cannot be choosers”’ was never a Jewish maxim. It assumes & 
theory of poverty which may accord with the cold calculating necessities of 
modern life, but fails to satisfy the facts of sentimental spontaneity which 
largely regulate human conduct. Abandonment. to impulse superadded to 


address, where the terms are moderate, and every home comfort attained. 


| and qualified by calculation of economical effects would lead perhaps to the 
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best possible method of dealing with poverty. It was certainly the Jewish 


method, and with all his faults the schnorrer as a character was preferable to 
the beggar. You must always judge social schemes by their results. And 
though the schnorrer is often a sturdy vagabond with no claims to other 
people’s generosity beyond those suggested by his own brazen impudence, 
still he is more commonly an amiable, self-respecting creature produced by a 
theory of poverty which recognised no such thing as beggary, and produced 
no such evil as pauperism. 

Charity being not only the salt. of wealth but the darling virtue of 
Judaism, the schnorrer confers a favour while the beggar only receives one. 
This phase of the schnorrer’s character is well brought out in the chief 
figure of Mr. Zanewite’s new serial in the /dler, Manasseh Bueno 
Barzillai Azevedo da Costa, Mr. Zanawitu’'s “ King of Schnorrers,” though 
a new contribution to humorous fiction is, despite some pardonable exagger- 
ation, a true creation. He is a fine, dignified conferrer of merit, he receives 
but the donor does not give, He enables the rich man to perform a mitzvah, 
and his every visitation is a boon to the Croesus on the look ont for a ready 
means of inheriting a place in heaven. He allows the other to provide for 
his needs, and serves his benefactor on the Talmudic theory that ‘‘ he who 
causes an act of charity is more meritorious than he who performs an act of 


charity.” Thus the schnorrer was not necessarily, was only rarely, a pauper. 


If Jews are becoming disinclined to accept this view of the relations between 
giver and taker, is it not because they are imperceptibly losing their old 
Jewish sensibility rather than because they have deliberately discarded the 
Jewish theory of charity as untenable or mischievous ? 


We are not pleading for the present-day schnorrer; the character is 
now tainted with abuses, and no longer faithfully represents the Jewish con- 
ception. The Schnorrer has modernised himself, has adopted the chulkoth 
haggoyim. Hehas almost degenerated into a rather undesirable and all too perti- 
nacious variety of the ordinary beggar, with whom originally he had no feature 
in common save the acceptance of alms, The telegraph and the post have 
replaced him as the news-bearer. The railway has rendered him less necessary 
as a conveyer of pretty trifl+s from village to village. The increasing 
differences between the life of the rich and the life of the poor have made him 
less possible as a welcome or even comfortable guest at the rich man’s table. 
Whatever opportunities fall to a shadchan with a settled abode, the vagabond 


schnorrer no longer can make up matches. But he sti'l passes on from one. 


congregation to another, still constitutes a link between the scattered sons of 
Israel, They all aid him on, and thus establish a common interest if only in 
moving him further. In the towns he is not picturesque, but he is not 
yet entirely assimilated to the beggar at the street corner. To begin with, he 
has his rounds, his regular clients who still regard the presentation of their 
Friday doles as part of the necessary adornment of the fair incoming Sabbath 
Bride. Then he still draws his chief revenue from religious or semi-religious 
occasions ; from marriages, funerals, Jahrzeits and Purim. These doles deing 
still thought a duty rather than an act of grace, it cannot be denied that the 
schnorrer is even to-day differentiated somewhat from the beggar. More- 
over, the Jewish ne’er-do-well is still a man with a character to lose. He is 
not a mere idle loafer like the common beggar. The schnorrer depends for 
some of his income on a reputation for piety, often thoroughly deserved. He 
goes regularly to synagogue, while the beggar avoids the Church as con- 
scientiously as he does the police station, entering either only on compulsion. 
To descend to lower differences, the schnorrer is still pertinacious, irrepressible, 


obstinate, and even insolent. He is still superlatively shameless. And 


strongest of all, he yet retains amid the changes of modern times the two 


qualities most nearly associated with him in all his wanderings through the | 


ages, | | 
We allude in the first place to the remarkable fact that the schnorrer 
never appealed to men’s generosity by exhibiting his wounds and scars. 
Describing the motley crowd that intercepted Mr. JoserH Gropstock’s 
progress on his way home from the Great Synagogue about a century 


ago, Mr. Zanawitt says: “Their woebegone air was achieved almost 


entirely by not washing—it owed little to nature, to adventitious aids 
inthe shape of deformities. The merest sprinkling boasted of physical 
afilictions, and none exposed sores like the lazars of Italy, or contortions like 
the cripples of Constantinople.” Of course the blind man always occupied a 
position apart, but the schnorrer would scorn to rely on such adventitious 
claims to generosity as a hump back, a limp, or a physical deformity of any 
kind. The schnorrer demanded and demands largesse not as a cripple but as 


&man. To parade his bodily defects or his ailments would be an affront to 


Providence, There is thus a fine religious truth at the root of the sensibility 
of the schnorrer. He would conceal his deformity rather than exaggerate it 
for the forcible extraction of unwilling pence from the pockets of passers-by. 
For he does not regard himself as a monstrosity that sets (God's providence 
into doubt, He is rather a direct evidence of the All-seeing care that sends 
rich men into the world in order to supply his, the schnorrer’s, wants. His 


own existence, on the other hand, is in the schnorrer’s view the clearest 

argument for the Providential regulation of the world. He, not less than the 

rich man, is needed to complete the scheme of humanity. He is no more 

called upon to display his aches and pains than the rich man to flaunt in the 

schnorrer’s face his sensitive appetites and in-born tricks of taste. Neither 
the pains nor the tastes belong to the essence of the relation between the two 

parties to the act of charity. | 

Lastly, the schnorrer is the supreme humourist. Any account of 

Jewish humour that omits the schnorrer fails to do justice to the subject. 
The schnorrer’s, in fact, is the only specifically Jewish humour extant. One 

does not expect humour from a beggar, certainly one does not find it in 
him. At most you get a species of customary quip, at best the beggar may 
attain some aptitude for taking a joke and cutting one. But the schnorrer’s 
humour is a tradition. He figures in an infinitude of witty and comical 
stories, some of them as old as literature. Mr. Zaxawint has drawn on 
these old stores, and has invented a new series of his own. And like his 
cnronicler, the schnorrer is always original, even when reminiscent 
When every other difference that discriminates the schnorrer from. the 
beggar has been rubbed off, when like the modern gleaning machines that 
gather up every ear of corn and leave nothing as the crop grown on the real 
estate of the poor, the Jewish alms-giver doles out his mechanical gifts 
mechanically, when in short the Jew gives alms instead of * loving-kindness,” 
even then his humour will in‘all probability cling to the schnorrer, Like the 
caps and bells of the clown the humour will remain his,.even perhaps when 
it is humour only in name, And the schnorrer will never be quite a beggar. 


SERIOUS FINANCIAL POSITION OF THE JEWISH 
BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


Owing to the serious state of the finances of the Board of Guardians and 
to the long interval before the usual Winter Appeal, Mr. Lawrence Isaaca, 
Chairman of the Canvassing Committee, has ad Iressa l a letter to the members of 
the Board asking them to use their intluence amongst their friends to come to 
the rescue of the Board, the resources of which are entirely exhausted. Last 
year in August the balance at the Bankers was £900, and the Board was not in 
debt. This week the balance is £4, and the Board is in debt to Messrs. Robarts 
£1,000. Lord Rothschild, with his accustomed generosity, gave in Maya special 
extra donation of £500 to the President, and on being told of the serious straits 
of the Board his Lordship kindly paid in July a further sum of £5)) 
which he has usually given in August. | 

Many of the supporters of the Board are now away from London enjoying 
their holidays, and it is earnestly to be hoped that, on learning the extreme situa- 
tion in which our chief charitable organisation is placed, their thoughts will 
be directed to the suffering poor at home. Unless some substinti.! assis‘ance is 
pro.nptly offered, it 1s evident that not only must the emigration operations of the 
Board—which involve heavy expenditure at this season—be entirely suspended 
at the time of the year most favourable to those operations, but even the daily 
relief given by the Board must be seriously reduced. | 

The President, who has undertaken the rota duty of the Conjoint Committee 
for Russian cases during the absence from town of his colleagues, has been 


obliged to give directions that the greatest economy shall be exercised in all 


departments of the Board, the financ-s of which have never been in the disastrous 
position of to-day. 


BARON EDMOND DE ROTHSOHILD'S - 
COLONIES IN PALESTINE. 


Practical results have ensued from Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s visit a 
short time ago to his colonies in Palestine. The Baron is so thoroughly con- 
vinced of the future that lies before his colonies, judging from the substantial 
progress already made, that he has purchased extensive property adjacent to 
Zichron Jacob, which will be utilised either for the extension of that colony or 
for the establishment of another. The colonists at Zichron Jacob have given 
effect to Baron Edmond’s wish t at they should substitute pure Hebrew for 
Jiidisch-Deutsch as the medium for conversation. They now speak nothing bat 
Hebrew. 

Towards the middle of last month Zichron Jacob was visited by some high 
Turkish dignitaries. A triumphal arch was erected in their honour, bearing the 


‘inscription in Hebrew and Arabic, “ Long live our Sovereign Abdul Hamid.” 


The visitors attended a service in the Synagogue, and after the TZN {MI for 
the Sultan had been recited, Saddas Huali, the principal guest, thanked the 
Wardens for their reception, and said that the congregation did right to pray for 
the Sultan's welfare, for his Majesty's protection would not be wanting either to 
the Jews in general or to the colonies in particular. 

The “ Wine House” established by the managers of Risbon Lezion Colony 
has yielded such ample results that they intend to found other houses of a 
similar character. Not Jews alone, but Christians and Mahomedans are 
consumers of the wine produced by the colony. There is not a traveller, be he 
on business or pleasure bent, who does not taste the excellent wine made by the 
Jewi-h colonists. 

Baron Edmond de Rothschild has applied to the Turkish Government for 
permission to erect a glass factory at Haifa, where a large number of hands 
would find employment. He has also given 20,000 francs towards the establish- 
ment of a Refuge for the destitute of all religious creeds,

THE HAMBRO SYNAGOGUE. 


Sirn.,—I am grateful to you for pointing out that the newly discovered 
foundation stone of the Hambro Synagogue confirms my theory with regard to 
the date to be assigned tu the building. You go on toobserve, however, “ that 
the foundation was laid not by Marcas Moses, but by Zeeb Woolf (=Ben- 
jamin), the son of Isaac Bimas,” This is erlculated to convey the impression 
that I bad said that Marcus Moses—or Mordecai Hamburger as he was called 
in Jewry—had performed the czremony. Iam gratified to find, on referring to 
my article on’ The Origin of the Hambro Synagogue ” G/ewish Chronicle, 
November 1%. 182), that I was not tempted into this hypothesis, reasonable 
though it may have appeared at the time. I had no direct evidence on the 
point, and consequently I abstained from touching on it. My materials, so 
far as Marcus Moses was concerned, carried me no _ further than 
the early summer of 1725, when the Court of Aldermen inhibited 
him from continuing the erection of a synagogue in Magpye Ailey. My next 
information related to the consecration of the synagogue in 1726. The stone 
now discovered fills up the hiatus between these two events, for not only does 
it show at what date Wolf Prager became chief of the Congregation founded 
by his relative Mordecai Hamburger twenty years before, but incidentally it 
explains how the much-persecuted synagogue finally overcame its enemies, |

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JOAB’'S GENERAL ORDER. 


A SERMON TO JEWISH SOLDIERS BY THE REY, F, L, COHEN, AUGUSTE OTH, 18:3, 
Bible Readisg—I. Chronicles, 19. 


This chapter gives a detailed account of David's campaigns against the 
Ammonites and their allies the Syrians,in the war that was in every way the 
most critical of David’s many wars. So much was the national spirit stirred 
up in this great struggle, that we find it commemorated by a special Psalm, the 
(ith. Itis clear from the reeord that the war arose out of no aggressive action 
on the part of the Israelites, but in this case, as in every other throughout his 
long reign, it was David that was attacked, the cause of war being the unpro- 
voked and extreme personal insult offered to his envoys when bearing a messige 
of peace. Our fathers’ motto in those days, just over2,0)) years ago, was that of 
our volunteerarmy in these—' Defence, xt Defiance.’ But having taken the 
field against ancighbouring nition to whom the Israelites might have justly 
applied the words of the psilm: “I am all for peace; but when I speak, they 
are for war,’ the campaign was pressed on with charuicteristic Jewish vigour. 
An advance was made on the hostile forces encamped before the city of Medeba, 
and thereour fathers found th-irfoes drawn up ina singularly well chosen 
formation, The Ammonites, chiefly infantry, lay in front of the fortifications 
of their city. The Syrians, largely composed of chariots and cavalry, were sta- 
tioned some distance off in the open country, or plain, where there was better 
manoeuvring ground for their arm of the service. The Jewish commander, 
Joab, was an experienced master in the art of war, and his keen eye at once 
perceived the opportunities offered by this disposition of the enemy, dangerous 
for himself as it was. Like Wellington at Salamanca, he took swift advantage 
of the gap, facing the wings outwards. The Syrians with their splendid horse- 
men and chariots, carefully trainedin swift movements in the great plains of 
their native land, were the more dangerous adversaries, so these he determined 
to attack himself at the head of the pick of his forces, ‘the choice men of 
Israel.’ The reserve he placed under the command of his brother Abishai, with 
instructions to watch and hold incheck the Ammonite infantry. But Lam not 
concerned to follow the details of the action, but rather to draw your attention 
to the stirring general-order issued by Joab on the field to his brother's division, 
which, like Nelson’s immortal signal before Trafalgar, puts into words of fire 
the spirit in which the Hebrew race should fight its battles. “ And he said: If 
the Syrians be too strong for me, then thou shalt help me: but if the eclildren 
of Ammon be too strong for thee, then I will help thee. Be of good: courage, 
and let us play the men for our people, and for the cities of our God: and the 
Lord do that which seemeth Him good.’”” May we not make this general order 
our own countersign in the great battle of hfe ? | 

(a,) Joaband Abishai, the two brothers, mutually helpful, teach us the 
lesson of well-grounded interdependence, It is the saine relative position as is 
occupied by the two great branches of the national forces gathered together 
here in Aldershot this week—the Rogulars, a more highly trained body like the 
“choice men of Israel’ under Joab, on whom falls the brunt of the attack, and 
who are put into action against the more dangerous foe: and the Volunteers, a 
reserve like that under Abishai, who are to hold the enemy in check until they 
can be altogether driven back Lehind their own fortifications. The parallel is 
also one of every day life. Says Joab: “ As need befall, either I shall help 
thee, or thou shalt help me.” The great Jewish general was not so conceited as 
to imagine that he would never need reinforcement, ncr was he the man to 
consider his own opportunities of dis'inction when his brother called to him 
forsuccour. Itis the plan of God that His children shall mutually aid each 
other, and if it come to piss that the “ choice’ ranks of Joab must close up to 
the assistance of Abishai, there is in this nothing more derogatory to Abishal 

than to Joab. ‘ All Israel are reponsible one for another, beciuse all Israel 
are brethren.” 

How proceeds this battle ery ? Be of good courage, and let us phiy 
the men.” You know that the coolest and calmest soldier 1s he who has seen 
most service. ‘The recruit when he gocs into action, unconsciously ducks at 
every shot; but when he has gained experience in many a skirmish and become 
trained in endurance, he patiently and unconcernedly waits for his opportunity, 
and when at length he charges, his charge usually gets home, The veteran is 


less alarmed at the bullets of the enemy than he was at-the piper wad when he 


for the first time pulled off his own rifle. Heis not alone encouraged by easy 
victories, but is only the more self-reliant after many repulsés ; and being deter- 
mined to prevail, the hardships of service only find him the more ready to make 
the best of his opportunities, and by many perils he at length aculeves a glorious 
triumph. And thus too it fares in the campiigns of the soul against grief and 
calamity, At the first attack men are timid and cry out with the least pain, but 
enduring to the end we increase in patient valour as we gain victory after victory 
over our surroundings, ‘' Let us play the men.” ‘I’o be heroes we must be men 
in the best sense. In the factory, in the office, and inthe busy market there 
may be found heroes who face adversity with as gallanta mien as the brave 
fellow who storms an entrenchment or rescues his comrade from the very midst 
of theenemy, And these are calm in their fortitude, because, lke the highly- 
trained veteran, they are experienced in endurance, They are of good courage, 
and play the man, because they have fostered the higher part of their nature, 
Just as the veteran’s discipline has conquered his, timidity, so does their soul con- 
quer their body. 

_ (¢),“ Let us play the men for our people and for the cities of our God,” 
Yes, that is it—religion and true patriotism go hand in hand. Civie duty is an 
Important part of religious duty, and the way can always be discovered to 
reconcile them, if for a moment they seem to be in conflict. The Jew can 
especiaily take as his watchword, ‘God and my country’’ for every step he 
advances in the performance of patriotic duty brings respect and esteem upon 
the Jewish race and religion, and so he performs a “ Sanctification of the Name.”’ 
You then, my brethen, who have the honour to wear Her Majesty’s uniform, I 
confidently counsel to take no heed should you meet with sneers from small- 
minded seekers after soft enjoyments, who, shirking their own duty to the State, 
show themselves contemptible in affecting toconterin those whose vigilant readi- 
ness to stand in their country’s cause alone enables such to loll in their lazy 
luxury, Nor should you regard the croakings of narrow-minded folk whose 
Spiritual ideals are bonuded by the conventions that arcse under conditions 
Which saw our race widely “ despised and rejected of men,’’and who would repay 
our dear country for the birthright of equality by passing their share of the 
honourable burden of national preparation for defence on to other and more 
public spirited shoulders. A high-minded Jew will recognise true piety in the 
endeavour of his brethren to play the men fora free nation where“ our people ” 
are not limited to the children of Israel alone, but include ali our British fellow- 
countrymen, 

(d), And finally let us exclaim with Joab through all, and in all, “ The 
Lord do that which seemeth Him good.” Notice that Joab did not weakly sit 
down and wring hs hands with dismay at the gravity of his position, His trast 
in God was of the kind that urged him to play the man himself, He did not 
eave the event to be decided in his favour by Heaven, but took every step that, 
humanly speaking, might be likely to achieve success for his country s arms. 
What he meant by bis pious utterance was that he would not be discouraged by 
defeat, because he knew well that the Lord of battles may overrule the wishes 
of His servants in some one particular in order the more eifectually to bless them 
in the long run, because itis He, and He alone, who“ beholdeth the end ofa 
thing from its beginning.” Although Holy Scripture does not holdjup Joabito us | 


as an example to be followed in every respect, yet in the situation of which our 
text speaks his deeds and his sentiments were alike worthy of our warm admira- 


tion ; and well for us if at the critical moments of our own lives we act and we 
speak even as he did before Medeba. 


FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 

The Jewish congregation at Trieste has been honoured througha distinction 
conferred on its Secretary, Dr. Joseph Barzilai, by the King of Italy, in recogni- 
tion of his many services for the general public welfare, particularly in a 
humanitarian direction. The distinction has taken the form of the Commander- 
ship of the Italian Crown, He is widely known in Austria as an eminent jurist, 
poet and philologist. Numerous works written by him on Hebrew etymology 
and historical criticism have seen the light, 

The Emperor has appointed Dr. Sigmund Herzberg-Frinkel, Privatdocent 
at the University of Vienna, Extraordinary Professor of General History at the 
University of Czernowitz, The Professor, who is 34 years old, was a pupil of 
Ranke at Berlin. 7 

For the first time since the twelfth century there is a synagogue at Eger in 
Bohemia.

Dr. Baerwald was publicly féted in the 
hancsome large room of the Turnhalle belonging to the school, in which were 
assembled the scholars, teachers, old pupils, rectors and directors of other 
sshools in the towa, members of the corporat on and other dignitaries resident 
in the city. The proceedings opeued with choral sirging by present 
and past pupils in the schoo!, after which Dr. Blumenthal, a member of the 
Schulerath (Schoolboard) addressed De. Bierwald, and alluded toa gift of silver 
whch bad been previously presented, De, Marcus next spoke, in the name of 
the Congregation, of the director's high qualities as a teacher, which had always 
been applied in the interests of his pupils, Hle pointed also to the high public 
spirit which had animated all Dr, Baerwald’s work, and which contributed to 
bring about the happy result that in the city of Frankfort differencsa of creed 
does not enter as a factorinto the judgment of the manand the treatment which 
he receives at the hands of his neigubour. OF this the city was justly proud, 
Dr. Epstein, on behalf of the teichers, offered a monumental tablet, the Uaoion 
of teachers presented ‘a portrait of Ranke, old pupils gave a_ silver 
cup, and the director of the (rymnasium offered an address on behalf of some 
of the greateducational institutions of the ety, many of which were separately 
represented, The list of all the delegites would swell the account to excess, 
and yet Dr. Baerwald replied in fit and courteous terms to each one separately, 
made a hearty and long response to lis own people, and alluded in the 
most feeling manner to members of the teachingistalf whom death had claimed 
during his term of directorship, In the evening an amateur dramatic performance 
was given by the pupils of the seiool. the head of which addressed the 
director, who replied in touching words. But noteven then were the festivities 
at an end, for we learn that on September 23-d there is to be a more public 
celebration to enable a wider circle to share in the expression of the good feeling 
entertained towards Dr, Baerwald by his fellow-citizens.

Professor Graetz 1s still dear, to learn that his son. Dr. Loo Graetz. has been 
appointed Mxtraordinary Professor of Poilosophy at the University of Munich,

jubilee as doctor, having obtained Ins diploma in 1543. His “ Paoarmacopccia 
Oeconomica,” which resuited from the experiencs acquired during his extensive 
practice, is well-known and much appreciated by the medicil profession in 
serlin.

The Princess Frederick Charles, mother of the Duchess of Connaught, has 
paid a visit to the synagogue at Dessau. The Jewish congregation there are 
proud of their svnagogue, for the reason that it was built by the Duke Francis, 
great grandfather of the Princess Frederick Charles. In gratitude for the gift, 
the congregation of a hundred years ago placed marble tablets on each side ot 
the Ark in memory of the Dake and his consort.

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OUTRAGES UPON JEWS IN MOROOCO. 


‘From “ At-Mocnren AL-AKSA. 
OUTRAGE AT SAFFI. 


Our correspondent as Saffi sends us a lengthy account of an outrage com 
mitted in the vicinity of that port against a poor Jewish pedlar named Jacob 
Ben Mesod Ohayon, and we cannot too strongly draw the attention of those 
who are called upon, not officially but officiously, to interfere in matters of this 
nature, Obayon, who is a married man with three young children, was wont to 
go into the interior to sell his wares at the «oks (markets), At the beginning of 
the month. he left Dukala and wended his way to the Adouar Z/ Men-dia where, 
it being Friday afternoon, he resolved to stay over er paige fe and thence pro- 
ceed to Soko del Had, During the night he was attacked by Moors, who inflicted 
on him heavy blows, especially in the head and left side of the face, which left 
him almost senseless, Not satisfied with this, the Moors stabbed him in the left 
side, apparently with a gumia, and in order that the unfortunate Jew might not 
ace who bis assailants were, they covered his head with the hood of his jellab, 
which they tied round his neck. Ohayon appears to have evidently struggled 
with his aggressors, for his hands are severely cut, as if from warding off stabs 
from a gumia, and he also has his right arm very assailants, 
after robbing him of everything he carried, money and all, thinking he was dead, 
and in order that their crime might not be traced to them or to their kabyle, 
carried him half way to Saffi and left him in a place known as Yenan L/ [iuman, 
in close proximity to the road usually taken by caravans approaching that 
port. A camel-driver chanced to pass along, and Ohayon implored him, if unable 
to carry him into Saffi, to at least communicate with his wife and friends and 
inform them of the pitiful condition he was in, This the camel-driver did, and 
several Jews accompanied by two AMfasnis went in search of Ohayon, who by 
this time they thought would very probably be dead. Mounted on a horse, in 
a dying condition, and with his face and body all covered with blood, they took 
him to the house of Amin Tezi, Governor of the Jews at Safh, before whom 
and two adhools, Ohayon declared what had happened to him, adding that he had 
been robbed of 100 dols. in cash, and of about another 100 dols. in goods. The 
victim of this outrage, left penniless in consequence thereof, and having to sup- 
port his wife and young children, in the hour of tribulation experienced great 
difficulty in obtaining any help or assistance from his co-religionists at Sat, a 
fact which is greatly to be regretted if it is taken into consideration that there 
are many rich and influential Jews residing in that town, which can also boast of 
a branch of the A//iance Jsraclite and of a Jews’ Poor Fund, 

Many days have now gone by, Ohayon is still unable to move, and nothing 
has as yet been done to bring the perpetrators of this dastardly outrage to book, 
As is usual in this happy country, one shunts the blame on to the other, ‘no one 
has secn or knows anything ahout it,” and while this farc2 is allowed to go on, the 
victim, simply because he 1s.a poor unfortunate Jew without any protection, can 
get no redress for the wounds inflicted on him, let alone compensation for the 
goods and money stolen from him. We would not be surprised if the Basha 
of Sif, giving credit to cartain Moors who stite that Oaayon’s wounds were 


- self-intlicted with the object of claiming a sum of money which he never 


carried, was to suddenly let the matter drop. T'nis is not the first time that 
things are allowed to take this course at Safi. Only a few months ago a Jew, 
named Elias El Tuil, was murdered in the vicinity of that town, and as no one 
officiously interfered then, no one is likely to officiously interfere now. 

The Consuls stationed at the several coast towns have strict injunctions 
from their respective governments to officiously tike notice and intervene in 
cases of gross injustice. What are the Consuls at Safi doing now ? We trust 
that the Anglo-Jewish and other associations of a similar nature will take a 
keen Interest in this case, and do something for poor unfortunate Ohayon, 

FRESH OUTRAGE AT RABAT. 

Not satisfied with the recent outrage committed on the Portuguese subjects, 
the Moorish authorities at Rabat, as a proof of the great esteem in which they 
hold Europeans, and to show to the world at large that they respect and are 
ever ready to carry into effect the provisions of the several existing treaties, 
perpetrated another atrocious outrage on the 1th instant. The victim this 
time is a Jewish Brazilian subject, Mr. Moses Toledano, who has only just lately 
started business at that port.

This led toa ek being made to the Aadi (judge) by the Moor, in conse- 
sequence of which Mr, ‘l'oledano was sent for by this functionary. On his 
arrival at the Kadi's house, Mr. Toledano was informed of the complaint which - 
had been made against him, and the Kadi was about to give judgment in the 
matter when Mr, Toledano, as he was not under Moorish jurisdiction, objected 
to the Kadi dcaling with matter, stating at the same time that his Consul was 
the only person to entertain complaints against him. : 

On the following morning several soldiers stationed themselves at the doo 
of a coffee-house which Mr. ‘l’oledano had to pass in order to reach his place of 
business, and there lay in wait for him. Mr. Toledano, utterly ignorant of 
what was in store for him, at his wonted hour proceeded tranguilly to his store, 
and on reaching the coffee-house was pounced upon by the Kadi’s soldiers, who 
beat him in a most cruel and vile manner, so pulled him about that his clothes 
were worn to threads, and after taking away from him his watch, 
jewels, money, and a_ diamond ring, literally dragged him to 
the Moorish prison wnere they left him in the company of felons and malefac- 
tors, but not before they compelled him to take off his shoes, alleging that no 
Jew was allowed to retain them on his feet in the presence of his masters, the 
true believers! The Portuguese Vice-Consul, who represents Brazilian interests, 
on being acquainted of the facts of this barbarous outrage, at once hastencd to 
the Basha, and after protesting against the action of the soldiers, demanded 
the immediate release of the Brazilian subject. The Basha took things very 
coolly, and avcording to the latest news supplied to us by our Rabat correspon- 

dent, Mr. Toledanc, baretooted, and without clothes, and his body full of 
bruises and cuts, still remains inadark and loathsome prison, | 

Only within the last two months we have had to chronicle two savage and 
atrocious outrages on Europeans committed at Rabat which cannot but throw 


disgrace on the two countries whose subjects have been the victims. ‘The one _ 


committed on the Portuguese subjects, Garca and his mother, was bad enough 
but the present one, besides being perpetrated in a more brutal and barbarous

gogue. Mr. Van Asch Van Wyck, the Governor, several military and naval 
officers, the Ministers of the Reformed and Lutheran Churches with their Church.

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RUSSIA REVISITED.—II. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


I passed through Moscow on the Sth April. Much as I wished to call on some 
friends, I was warned at St. Petersburg not to risk too much. I stayed at Moscow 
but two hours waiting for the next train, In the waiting room I found the 
Police News of the day, in which I read the following ordres de jour signed by 
the Governor of the Moscow Police, Colonel Vlassovski: ‘ Yesterday, police con- 
stables (names given) arrested thrée persons who have no right to reside in 
Moscow. For such zeal on their part I orderthem to receive one rouble each, 
such reward to be given them on personal application.” Further: “Last night 
a party of 134 persons caught during the night, were brought to the different 
police stations. Amongst them were eight persons who have no right to reside 
in Moscow city nor in the Moscow Government.” I need hardly add that those 
who are described as having no right to reside in Moscow, are Jews. When I 
shortly afterwards crossed over from the Nicholas Terminus to the Moscow- 
Kaisan Railway Station , I met a party of prisoners, some 200 strong, chained 
by their hands in twos, and surrounded by a cordon. This was an éfaupe party. 
Darkness prevented me from recognising Jews, but I am sure the eleven men- 
tioned in the ordyes de jour were there in the society of vagabonds, thieves and 
murderers. For one need only know Colonel Vlassovski to believe in swift action. I 
vouch for the following facts showing what Vlassovski is capable of doing. A 
Jew of the First Gruild, an hereditary honorary citizen (potomstvenny potchotny 
grashdanin)—and a Consul of a European State into the bargain—went on busi- 
ness to Moscow, and alighted at an hotel there. No sooner did he give up his 
passport than he was ordered to quit the city instantly. His protests were of no avail. 
He left there and then, although not without tokens of respect ; for he was 
escorted to the Station by the police. Another Jew of the first guild, who resides 
in the Cossack territory, and a chemist by profession, a man to whom the law 
grants permission to reside in the whole Empire, had to accompany his invalid 
wife to Moscow, where she was to undergo a serious surgical operation. On his 
arrival he was at once summoned to the police station, where he was reminded of 
the fact that he was a Jew, and ordered to quit the city at once. No protest 
availed. He was not even allowed to go to Vlassovski, where he thought to find 
redress. ‘“ You will leave Moscow at once, or you will be sent back by étape.” 
He signed a paper and left. Communicating with some friends he was advised 
to procure a certificate of ‘ good conduct” from the local police. He did so,and 
again repaired with his wife to Moscow. He showed his papers to the hotel 
keeper, who assured him all was right now. He went to the police station, and 
there, too, he was told the same. Thus assured, he called on the professor, and 
made arrangements for the operation. When he afterwards returned to his hotel, 
a paper was shown him, signed Vlassovski, and ordering him ‘to depart. ‘he 
professor declared that the wife was in a most dangerous state, and gave a certi- 
cate to that effect. But Vlassovski remained implacable, and the distracted 
husband had to take his invalid wife home a second time. This took place last 
August. | 

” Talking of Moscow, I will mention the expulsion last year of the Moscow 
Government Rabbi, Mr. Minor, and the warden of the Moscow Synagogue, Mr. 
Schneider. The fact was published at the time in England, but no motive was 


given. The facts are these: There is but one abattoir in Moscow, and it was } 


there that the Jews slaughtered their cattle. But as the slaughtering house was 
the property of the Corporation, whose Mayor was the late Mr. Alexeieff, who 
hated the Jews, and caused their expulsion, he gave orders to prohibit to the 
Jews the use of the slaughtering house. Mr. Minor thereupon called on the 


Grand Duke Sergius and requested him to annul Alexeieft's order. The Duke's | 


answer was that he would allow a Jewish shochet to use the abattoir for another 
six months, at the expiration of which time he would have t» leave Moscow. 
* But who, your Imperial Highness, will do the slaughtering for the Jews after- 
wards ?” queried the Rabbi. ‘O, you need not trouble, Mr. Rabbi,” said the 
Duke, * for by that time there will be no Jews left at Moscow.” It was but too 
true. Soon afterwards the synagogue was closed by order. The September 
festivals being near, Mr. Minor petitioned the Grand Duke to allow the Jews to 
congregate for prayers in a private house, and to allow them to remove from the 
synag ogues all the Scrolls of the Law. ‘Time was running short, the festivals 
were near at hand; and no answer came. Mr. Minor applied to Viassovski and 
asked whether he could remove the Scrolls of the Law pending the Duke's reply. 
Vlassovski thought there was no harm in doing so. It was done, and the Duke 


apprised of that action, by Vlassovski of course, Mr. Minor was thereupon, 


ordered to be expelled from Moscow, never to repair thither again in his life, 
while Mr. Schneider, the head of a large firm and a very old man, was sent to 
the “ pale” for a period of three years. | 3 

Having nothing more to lose, Mr. Minor, it is said, addressed a biting letter 
to the Duke. It was spoken of as forming quite an historical event. Unfortu- 
nately I failed to obtain a copy of it. 

1 am now done with Moscow, and'will revert again to Rostov onthe Don. An 
official denial has been given to the fact that Jews sent by étape are chained. 1 
am now in a position to state that Jews expelled from various parts of Russia 
and sent by étape are chained by their wrists. It is two years since étaped Jews 
began to pass Rostov on their way from the Caucasus to the pale of settlement. 
A committee of local Jews was formed, and as soon as such étaped Jews pass 
Rostov the prison authorities apprise the committee, who undertake to send the poor 
sufferers home at their expense, and guarantee that they will proceed thither. The 
members of that Committee declare that in all instances they have seen the Jews 
chained by their hands in twos, and always coupled with criminals. A member 
of that committee told me an instance which is worthy to be chronicled. Meeting 
anelape party coming from Vladicaucas, he was particularly struck by the noble fea- 
tures and intelligent face of one of the prisoners who, of course,was a Jew. He was 
accompanied by his wife and seven young children. His history was this : he was 
& native of Warsaw and had settled in Viadicaucas, where he resided for fully 

irteen years. He was a ropemaker, and a certificate to that effect was given 
im by a Russian Colonel, for whom he worked, and who gave him an excellent 
haracter, But at last the Russian Government thought of him, and ordered him 
to leave Viadicaucas. No time was allowed him to sell his few sticks, and he 
Was inarched in the company of criminals, with a military escort, “home” to 
‘arsaw, Dut his walk was shortened thanks to the interference of the Jewish 
ommittee at Rostov. My informant, a member of that committee, told me that 
© sight of that poor man and his family was quite heartrending. He saw the 
Suiterers in the prison yard, and suffered with them. A sum was collected in 
arsaw, of course, for that was his final é¢ape destination, and only on that con- 
ion did the authorities hand him over. He is now in America, well and happy, 
&ccording to his own letters. |

is proved by the fact that a census to ascertain the number and to examine the 
passports of Jews is always undertaken in the dead of night, when everybody 
is in bed and fast asleep. The air is full of rumours of new  cruelties 
and restrictions. The cry is, Still they come! Ploeve’s Commission is 
still working. All the material worked out by the Pahlen Commission 
was transferred to the Commission presided over by Ploeve. The Pahlen Commis- 
sion was called into life by the Czar in 1831. Pahlen was called to curse, but he 
btessed, hence the appointment of another Commission. Ploeve has made short 
work of it, and if the measures suggested by him are not yet carried int» law, it 
is thanks to the exertions of the Grand Duke Michael Nikolayevitch, the Czar's 
uncle, who is President of the Legislative body. It is he who constantly sends 
these projected measures back to the Committee for revision and moditication. 
He evidently means to gain time until some change comes in Russia when Jews 
may be forgotten by his Imperial nephew. It is stated that a Jewish ghetto is 
projected at St. Petersburg for all Jews without distinction. It is said that the 
carrying of this project into effect has been postponed for two years. It is further 
stated that the Government is now preparing a new measure called ‘ The false 
Weights and Measures Law,” by which Jews throughout the Russian Empire will 
be prohibited all business connected with weights and measures, 


The well meant Scheme of Baron de Hirsch is veither understood. nor looked | 


at favourably by the bulk Of the Kussian Jews. It was, they say, a mistake to 
obtain the Czar’s permission to allow emigration amongst the Jews. Nor do they 
care for the Argentine. Nor, again, do they approva of Anglo-Jewish agitation 
in the press and otherwise, tending to discredit financial Russia. It makes bad 
blood, say they ; let bad alone. They certainly see and are alive to what is going 
on but they, as a nation, brought up in a school of suffering, know how to 
suffer and be patient. The Czar wants the Jews to embrace Christianity. He 
has made education impossible for the Jewish boy, but all schools are open for 
the Jewish girls. The aim is evident. An educated girl will loathe to marry an 
uneducated Jew. The boys will seek education abroad, or else embrace 
Christianity to obtain access to the Government schools. The girls will either 
die single or else marry Christians, The Jew pure and simple the Czar abhors. 
The Jew besprinkled with holy water the Czar adores, 

Kharkotf, the last halting place during my trip without the “ Pale” has its 
tale to tell. But it is exactly similar to that of Rostov, or Moscow, or St. Peters- 
burg, cr scores of other large or small towns which are forbidden to Jews. 


THE POPES AND JEWISH PHYSICIANS. 


There is much appropriateness in the publication of the first part of * Urkun- 
dlichen Beitriige iiber die Stellung der Piipste zu den Juden”’ by the historian 
Moritz Stern, in Kiel. In order to be able to producea work of this nature, Dr. 
Stern has had access not only to the Vatican Library, but even to the secret 
archives of the Vatican. At a time when anti-Semitism is producing a political 
party in Germany and Austria, and when one of its phases isa revival of the 
* blood accusation,” it is opportune to recall the fact that in the Middle Ages the 
heads of the Roman Catholic faith and the secular rulers of Rome did not 
hesitate to entrust the care of their bodies to doctors professing the Jewish 
religion. The information obtained by Dr. Klein shows that the Jewish doctors 
of the Pope enjoyed extensive privileges, including citizenship of Rome. 

a The following are some extracts from the documents published by Dr, 
ern :— 

“The Roman Senate declares that Magister Manuel and his son, Magister 
Angelus, both Jewish doctors highly skilled in surgery, on account of the man 
useful services which they daily render to the citizens of Rome, are exempt wit 
the members of their families from every tax, and from wearing the Jewish 
badge. Rome, 27th April, 1376.” : 

‘Pope Boniface IX admits the meritorious Jewish doctor, Angelus, son of 
Manuel, of Trastevere, to be one of the Papal physicians and household com- 
panions. Rome, Ist July, 1302." | 

‘ Pope Boniface LX confirms to his surgeon and friend, the Jew Angelus in 
Trastevere, the Seber granted him and his deceased father Manuel in 1375 
and 1385 by the Roman Senate. Rome, 6th April, 1399.” | 

“The Senate of Rome grants to the learned Magister and Dostor Elia di 
Sabbato, in consideration of his medical services, the rights of Roman citizenship 
and numerous other privileges—exemption from taxation and the wearing of the 
Jewish badge, permission to bear arms, a yearly subsidy for life of agold Horins 


from the Municipal Chamber, and free escort outside the city. ome, 30th 
November, 1405,” 


‘Pope Martin V. annuls the orders of Pope Benedict XLIL., and permits : 


Jews in Spain to attend on Christians as doctors and Christians to be medically 
attended by them. Rome, 2th September, 1421,” | 

“The Papal Chamber pays three gold florins and ten soldi, Roman coinage, 
as travelling expenses toa Jewish physician, summoned from Rome to Nicovaro 
to attend on Cardinal Peter, of Fonseca, who had been seized with a paralytic 

“ Pope Martin V. grants to the Jewish doctor Vitale, son of Gratianus, per- 
mission to attend on Roman Catholics wherever he pleases.”’ 

‘* Pope Julius II. confirms to Rabbi Samuel Zarfati, Jew in Rome, and his 
son Rabbi Joseph the privileges granted to him by Pope Alexander VI. and 


King Louis of France, authorises them to practise among Christians, to obtain 


the diploma of doctor, exempts them and their families from all taxes and from 
wearing the Jewish badge, permits them to have domestic religious services, and 
takes them under his protection. Rome, l4th May, 1504." The Rabbi Joseph 
here mentioned subsequently became body physician of Clement VII. : 

Dr, Stern gives numerous other instances of Jews acting as doctors to 
Popes and of exceptional privileges enjoyed by Jewish practitioners, We will 
conclude our extracts with a papal order of a totally different character, which, 
even at the present day serves as a powerful rebuke to anti-Semitic boycotters 
and to Societies for promoting Christianity among the Jews :— 

“Pope Nicholas V..—at the request of the Jews in the territory of 
Margrave Leoneil d’ Este, who complained that priests and inquisitors incited 
the people against them under threat of excommunication, to break off all 
relations with them, to render them no services, and to sell them no articles 
of food—forbids the priests in that territory to make any such demands in 
their sermons, even when recommended by the Bishops ; forbids the inquisitors 
to exerc se their jurisdiction upon Jews, and, in pursuance of the example set 
by many of his predecessors expressly recommends priests, inquisitors and all 
Christians generally not to press Jews to take part in Cuhristian religious 
worship or to embrace Christianity, not to baptise Jews under the ege of 


twelve without the consent of their parents, and above all to treat the Jews 
with kindness.” |

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RUSSIAN RED TAPE. 

“Why do not Russian Radicals employ legal means in their endeavours to 
bring about a better condition in their country 7’—such 1s the question one hearg 
almost invariably on the lips of those English Jews who have lived their lives 
peaceably and prosperously in this country, and have no idea of the conditions 
under which their brethren are living in Russia. If you reply, that “ legal 
means” are as muvh, perhaps more in use among the Russian Radicals, as any 
other, but that in whole departments of human activity, no legal opportunities 
exist, and in others, such legal means as there may be are as futile as would be 
the endeavour to bale out a lake with a spoon,—your answer is not unlikely to 
be met with a courteous but unconvinced silence, This is only natural, as it is 
hardly possible for a man who has not been himself the victim of the Russian 


_ régime, fully to realise the working of a system of administration which accumu- 


lates for itself an enormous amount of utterly useless work demanding much 
time, with no other purpose than preventing citizens from using their abilities 
and their property in the way they think best, Such, however, 1s the case, I 
am not speaking now of those special formalities, prohibitions, &c., by means of 
which the Russian Government tries—most senselessly and cruelly—to keep the 
Jews like ina net. Iam speaking of the general system of administration to 
which the whole population of the Empire is subject, and I think that an actual 


illustration of what isthe “ regular’ “legal” way of transacting public business, 


which I came across recently, and which I githered from a most reliable source, 
may be instructive to the reader of the Jriwish Chronicle, | 

In. June, 1870,° a Madame T, Shchgolev bequeathed 6,0U) roubles (about 
£5,04)) to the Siberian town of KXrasnoy:irsk for the purpose of there establish- 
ing a home for orphan girls, in which they were also to receive education. 
The Dowma (an elected, legislative town council) of Krasnoyarsk formulated 
(through a special Committee), the statutes and regulations of the Home, but 
as in Russia no institution is allowed to exist without a spacial permit from the 
Government, the draft scheme was submitted for the approval of the Governor- 
General of Eastern Siberia in November, 18s), That great official sent the 
project on to another, called the Chief Inspector of Schools in Eastern Siberia 
who returned it on the 3lst January, 188i to the ///wma, with the instruction 
to amend it according to the “normal’’ statutes for such institutions 
existing under the administration and = pitronage of the Empress 
Mary and with the request’that the bequeathed capital should be forwarded to 
that department. Taking into consideration that the money was bequeathed 
te the town, the Downe refused to comply with the latter request, but could not 
possibly oppose the former, So after being remodelled, the scheme was sent 
back to the Chief Inspector on Dacember 1), 1882. Being, however, somewhat 
particular in his literary tastes, he again returned the statutes asking for their 
style to be improved. Having mide the alterations required, the Deuma 
applied to the authorities ouce more—now for the third time—for approval 
of the Home statutes, This was done on November 12th, 1835. OF course, 
according to the rules in force, the document was sent to the office from 
which it last came, that is, to that of the Chief Inspector who, in his turn, 
being now satisfied, returned it to the Governor-Ganeral of E.stern Siberia. 
But it seems that the style favoured by the Chief Inspector was not the one 
that was most comprehensible to the Governor-General, so that great dignitary 
sent the scheme to Krasnoyirsk on July Ist, 1885, without sanctioning it ; 
he wanted the Dowmu first to explain to him to which typs of existing intitu- 
tions the Home was to belong, although any reasonable man, who had not 
been stupetied by Russian red-tapeism, might hive gathered this from the 
regulations proposed, ‘There was no escaping from this “ flogging of the 
water,” so the Duwiona gave the required explanation and sent the draft-acheme 
to Irkoutsk for the fourth time. As one cin easily imagine 
during the time the unfortunate project was journeying thousands of: miles to 
and fro, or lying for yearsin the pigeon-uoles of !different offices, the officials 
under whose consideration it occasionally came, had been replaced by others, 
and what seemed to be necessary and satisfactory to the first, did not satisfy 
the new ones. So it is not to be wondered at that after the unfortunate pilgrim- 
project reached the offices of the Governor-General in August, 1885, apparently 
with every chance of being this time sanctioned (since all the required altera- 
tions, for which the founding of the Home had been postponed for seven years 
had now been made), it was found that they were useless, and on July 14th, 
1888, the whole correspondence upon the question was returned to Krasnoyirsk 


once more with the request that the statutes of the projected Home should be 


remodelled in accordance with a similar institution in Irkoitsk. 

When the matter was brought before the Dowma, it at once became clear 
that during the period of nearly ten years’ delay, the capital bequeathed by 
Madame Shchogolev had been so much increased by: interest, and the circum- 
stances so much changed, that all the work accomplished before had now to be 
abandoned and entirely new regulations drafted for the proposed Home. 
This being done in compliance with the Governor-General’s request as to 


the character of the work, the statutes were sent for the fifth time to 


Irkoutsk on December 2, 1888, This time fate was more favourable 


to the enterprise than on any previous occasion, and on May 26, 1890, the statutes 
of Madame T’. 1. Shchogolev’s Home for Orphan Girls were sent to St. Petersburg 
—3792 miles away from Irkoutsk—to be sanctioned by the Ministry of 
Internal Affairs. On October 7, 1802, this sanction was at last given, and on 
January loth, 15.3, it was officially made known to the town council of Krasno- 
yarsk, Thus, counting from the time of the first application of the council to 
the bureaucracy, it took twelve years and three months to get permission legally 
and usefully to dispose of an uncontested legacy made for the benefit of a large 
community! There is, besides, one point in especial in the whole story:to which I 
should like to call the attention of the English reader, Though all the real work in 
the matter was done by the town council (the bureaucracy simply either sanction- 
ing or refusing to sanction it)—we see that the representative body detained the 
project in their hands only for months while the governmental offices and officers 
detained it for years, Thus, even viewing the question from the narrowest 
official point of view, namely: which of the two systems of administration 
works the quicker—self-government or bureaucracy ?—the conclusion must be 
decidedly in favour of the first. The instance given here is one that has inci- 
@entally come to light amongst millions that remain buried in the pigeonholes of 


the Russian bureaucratic offices. Why, then, does not the government replace 
what is evidently an inferior system for doing its own work by one that jg 
better? Because that would mean acknowledging a principle equivalent to 
‘sui¢ide for bureaucracy, namely—that the government exists for the people, not 
as it now believes, and in accordance with whica it now acts, that the people 
exists for the necessities of the government, | 
Red-tapeism exists in every country whereever there is a complicated 
administration. But in countries where there is, side by side with it, a free 
press, a free platform, the right of organisation in societies, the right of 
prosecuting a magistrate before the courts enjoyed by every citizen, and self- 
government—red-tapeism is reduced to a minimum for the time being, and 
tends to decrease, as the whole administrative system undergo further demo. 
cratisation. But how about a State where the press is gagged, 
where law provides that the name and address of any writer 
(consequently of any correspondent who is willing to divulge the 
ilidoings of the administration) must be given up to the authorities 
at their request, where demonstrations, speaking in public and 
forming of organisations are all strictly prohibited, where the Governmental 
official is under the protection of special laws, and self-government so far as it 
exists is regarded with suspicion and kept under strict surveillance and absolute 
dependance on bureaucracy ? In such a country the field of action which may be 
pronounced justifiable, desirable even, though illegal, is of necessity far larger 
than in England say, or in Switzerland, and this always must be taken into con 
sideration when one sits in judgment upon the peculiarities of the Russian 
struggle for progress. | FeLIx VOLKIOVsKy,

Aw interesting story is told in the Talmud about a lovable 
old Mischnah-doctor, a sort of pious Candide, who lived and 
worked to considerable purpose in the second century after 
Christ. The name of this optimist was Rabbi Nakhoom ish 
Gimso,! which his contemporanes changed to Gamso, owing 
to an inveterate habit he had of saying of every evil that befell 
him and lis : “'Phis, too, is unto good”? (Cramsoletobalr). 
ness, physical pain, material want, the death of those near and 
dear to him, were all, to his mind, mestimable blessings for which 
he felt unutterably grateful. The heartless wretch who basely 


deceived and injured jim yesterday he trusted anew to-day — 


with a childhke simpheity which would be called by another 
name in these times of commercial sharpness and universal 


distrust; and the modern man could not read of Rabbi Gamso’s 


sayings and doings without a smile of condescending pity at

~ And yet Rabbi Gamso was infinitely wiser in his generation 
than the simple people of our days, and their name is legion, 
whe not only lean upon broken reeds and rely upon specious 
‘promises, but actually stake their own and their children’s well- 
being upon a single throw in which all the odds are against 
them. There are still thousands of small capitalists in Europe 
—fortunately far fewer in England than in Holland and 
France—who are not merely willing but positively eager to lend 
their money to Russia, simply because she has not formally 
repudiated her obligations, and because they believe her golden

Russian Finances JupGep py Russran Financiers. 

Russian professor, discussing the prospects of his 
country, frankly admitted to a friend of his in Paris few weeks 
avo :—* The peace of Europe depends in ultimate analvsis Upon 
our obtaining the requisite Tunds to enable us to emi to war: 
and this, mn turn, upon the ignorance of intending investors as 
to the actual condition of our Empire. If western capitalists. 
before disposing of their money, clubbed towether and judiciously 
spent, say, erghty pounds in purchasing, translatine, and publish 
Ine our statisticsand reportsupon 
and financial prospeets of cour people, they would 
button Uy) their pockets, and Open them te purchase Panama 
bonds or sharesina Jabez Balfour’s Society, rather than te npholil 
the shocking svstem of helotry and demorvalisation which prevail: 


in Russia, Nor are they merely undertakinye the task of Mark 


Twain's ridiculous blue jay, which tried to fill wp with aeorn 
a seemingly tiny hole which proved to be a laree-sized room : 
but they are actually cuttine sticks wit 

own backs. For every fresh development of our army and. fleet 

will neeessitate a corresponding Increase Mn the military forees 

of our European and Asiatic neie@hbours, and this, of course 
means increased taxes.” 


ARTIFICIALITY OF Rtusstan Accounts. 
This is no wild rhetorical flourish, nor do the proofs of it 

consist of documents inaccessible to the ordinary man. few 
minutes’ reflection upen notortous facts which every newspaper 
reader has at his fingers’ ends, would carry complete convietion to 
the minds of the prudent man of business and arouse the most 
serious mise@ivings in the breast of the most inveterate optimist. 
The Russian Government, in its indecent haste to collect money. 
for the avowed purpose of breaking the peace of Europe, is 
systematically having recourse to. prestidigitators’ tricks of 
which even a bankrupt joint stock company would be heartily 
ashamed. Everything in the financial arrangements of the 
Empire is stamped with the cachet of artificiality ; figures are 
fashioned and shaped in such an ingenious way that Russian 
statesmen may truly say : 

We figure to ourselves 

The thing we like ;

reports are euphemised, budgets ‘embellished, accounts. toned 
down, and statistics “pigeon holed.” Even the value of the 
paper rouble, which, when left to the operation of natural laws, 
would be rightly accepted as a fair index of the country's eredit, 
is utterly fictitious, being bolstered up by an unwieldy scaffold- 
ing of vexatious laws and mediwval, trade-killing restrictions 
Which make it. perfeetly obvious that the Government is less 
concerned about the real welfare of its subjects than bent upon 
carnering in all the money available, for the maintenance of a 
colossal army and a menacing fleet. The mere enumeration. of 
these fetters and trammels is eminently calculated of itself to 
scare away all intending investors in Russian stock. 


Tue Fevervations oF THE PARALYsE TRADE. 


To begin with, the fluctuations of the rouble are as frequent 
and as considerable as those of the thermometer spring. 
Their origin is shocking misgovernment based: on the principle 
of killing the goose that laid the golden eggs, and their inevit- 
able result will be bankruptey. Trade and commerce become 
difficult, almost impossible, when the medium of exchange ts the 
embodiment of a perpetumn mobile, now expanding and now 
collapsing anew ; and the conviction that he who buys or sells 
to-day may be losing hundreds or thousands of pounds, instead 
perhaps of gaining as many did he but wait till to-morrow, is a 
powerful solvent of all productive enterprise, trade and commerce 
being thus reduced to the level of a vulear game of hazard. 
Now, the root of the evil is undoubtedly Russia’s unsound 
financial and economieal condition, and the most conclusive 
proof of this is the circumstance that Austrian e¢ulden notes 
escaped the fate of the paper rouble, the fact being that both have 
always found their natural level; but the Russian paper, owing 
to its sheht specie gravity, keeps continually going up and 
down by springs and bounds, each cne of which impoverishes 
hundreds of merchants

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War acarysp Nartran Laws to Kerep-Up tik Preee or 
THe RoOuBLE. 


The Goverment, desirous of removing the symptoms rather 
than attacking the root of the evil, resolved, like Nerxes of old, 
to declare war against natural laws, and in pursuance of this 
purpose issued a cireular last January declaring that speculations 
hased upon'the price of the rouble should no loner be tolerated ; 
Wherefore Russian bankers were forbidden to continue to supply 
foreign bankers with rouble notes, under pain of having their 
names struck off the books of the Imperial Bank. As this 
ukase was calculated to paralyse the trade of the country, it was 
naturally evaded: Russian banks. went on as before furnishing 
foreign brokers with all the paper roubles they required, and 
now the Finarce Minister, in order to enforee the law, has levied 
a tax on the export of Russian paper money, which will be 
attended by the most baneful effects on the course of trade. 
Even private individuals leaving Russia are now liable to be 
heavily fined for taking with them more than a limited sum in 
paper roubles, and all banking and commercial establishments 
of the Empire are compelled to send in detailed monthly and 
yearly accounts of all their transactions with foreign bills of 


exchange, stock, ete, whereby a new network of vexatious 


restrictions has been woven around trade and commerce. 

And yet a little reflection will sutlice to show that these 
while ineffectual to keep the price of 
the rouble steady, are highly prejudicial to the very interests 
which they are intended to safeguard. ..Russia’s balance-sheet 
closes every year with an excess of exports over imports which 
must therefore be paid for in ready money, é.¢., in rouble notes. 
Russia’s foreign customers must purchase these notes in the 
Russian market, and are naturally desirous of acquiring them at 
the lowest price available. Now if Russia, on the one hand, 
makes a point of not receiving payment in foreign produce, and 
on the other hand prohibits the purchase of rouble notes on the 
inmost advantageous terms in the. open market, she is evidently 
shutting her gates in the faces of her best customers, ‘and 
destroying the very trade which she professes to foster and 
encourage.

Russra at THE Mercy or ForeIGNERs. 


But Russian scrip, one may object, stands comparatively 
high at present; and no more convincing proof could be asked 
for than this, that the credit of the Empire 1s improving, and 
that its economical condition is calculated to inspire confidence, 
This argument is utterly misleading. The present prices of 
Russian stock; which are notoriously lable to the tluctua- 
tions as the rouble, are the result of speculation, and therefore 
fraught with elements of greater danger to the Empire than if 
they were quoted at 20 or 30 per cent. less. Nor is the 
reason far to seek. They are largely in the hands of foreigners. 
Thousands of foreign capitalists hold Russian bonds — of 
every description, having invested their money in-stock 
which has the reputation at least of paying regular interest 
(repudiation before the coming war would spell immediate and 
irreparable ruin to Russia), buying at’ low prices ; ‘and they 
can now sell them back at a considerable premium. In other 
words, Russia sold them cheaply, and will have to re-buy them 
at a premium, losing heavily by both transactions. — 


A Farr axp Test or Russta’s CREDIT. 


Nor is this all. There exists a very simple test of the credit 
of a country like Russia, a test which is perfectly intelligible to 
the dullest apprehension. It is founded on the axiom that 
neither a nation nor an individual can have a twofold credit, 
the one good, the other bad—one ‘inspiring confidence, the other 
engendering distrust. Let us apply this axiom to Russia. We 
find that the instability of the paper rouble, while deplored by 


many, is acknowledged by all. Among Russians themselves it 


is become proverbial. On the other hand, many simple-minded 
foreigners fancy that the rouble being but‘a paper token, while. 
much of the stock is based upon gold, the latter is the proper 
standard by which to measure the eredit .of the Empire. But 
ean any honest banker or stockbroker say to his customers, 
“Invest in Russian stock—it is stable and secure; but avoid 
paper notes—they are almost worthless,” seeing that both at 
bottom are guaranteed by one and the same Government? 
The water that comes from the same spring cannot possibly 
be both fresh and salt. If the State, which solemnly binds 
itself to pay a silver rouble for a paper one and_ sys- 
tematically breaks its promise, undertakes to pay gold for 
its bonds, can any greater reliance be placed upon the 
latter engagement than upon the former? As well might 
one say: John Williams is on the verge of insolvency—there- 
fore you must advance him no money on his bill of exchange ; 
but you may lend him any sums, however large, on his note of 
hand.” The unvarnished fact is that Governments, like ind!- 
viduals, have one credit, not two. If, therefore, Russian Four 
per Cents. were to rise even to par, while the paper rouble con- 
tinued to be quoted at 25 per cent. below its nominal value, it 1s 
perfectly obvious that we should have to estimate the strength 
of the financial chain by that of its weakest link. And the 
weakest link is, as we have seen, alarmingly weak indeed. 


PRESENT DeEsPpERATE CONDITION OF THE RussIAN PEASANTRY. 


Nor could it well be otherwise. The peasantry, on whose 
shoulders the financial structure of the Russian Empire is resting, 
has, like Atlas of old, looked upon the Gorgon’s head of want 
and misery, and is now undergoing the terrible process of petrifi- 
cation. Agriculture is the sole basis of Russian finances, and 
agriculture is no longer profitable, even when the harvest 1s 
abundant and prices are high. And these favourable conditions, 
we must remember, are the exception, and not the rule. Famine, 
as we saw in a former article, is a chronic disease, which occa- 
sionally adds universality to acuteness. This autumn it 1s 
expected in Siberia, where, owing to a failure of the crops, it has 
been raging for the past two years. Nor in Siberia only: certain 
large districts of European Russia are equally threatened. In 
the extensive district of Bogoroditsk (Government of Toola) the

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condition of the peasantry, as described by their benefactor, Count 
Bobrinsky, 1s worse than that of the savages of Tierra-del-Fuego.° 

If agriculture in Russia were remunerative in itself, which 
it is not, the utter poverty of the peasantry would render it 


ruinous. Everywhere the cry is the same: “ We have no. 


horses, no oxen, no implements.” According to official statistics 
of the Government of Kherson, more than one-third of the 
agricultural population lacks live stock of every kind, and only 
15 per cent. of them all possess their own horses and oxen 
wherewith to till the soil.6 The extent to which live stock in 
Russia, which for many years has been on the wane, has 
decreased since the late famine, is incredible. In Liubootshin 
the number of farms without horses reaches the proportion of 
two-fifths.’ In the large volosts of Solodilova and Lugovka 
the number of horses has decreased by from 3() to 55 per cent., 
of cows from 50 to 77 per cent., and of sheep from 40 to 72 
per cent.; “while the condition of many other volosts is not 
a whit better.’ 


~Peasantry Borrow Money ar 6,000 Per Cent, INTEREST. 


The solvency of the peasantry, upon which. the finances 
of the Empire are based, cannot be more vividly char- 
acterised than by the assertion. of Count Bobrinsky that 
they are constrained to obtain the meagre funds necessary to 
their bare existence at a rate of interest which to most people 
will appear incredible: 6,000 per cent. a year, or 500 per cent. 
amonth.? What can be hoped of the finances of an agricultural 
nation whose peasantry are in this hopeless condition ? They 
live a life of ineffable misery, working assiduously like helots, 
enduring privations which would eause an Indian ascete to 
shudder, and in the end accomplish no more than the Danaides 
of old, everlastingly pouring water throuch their sieves. Going 
forth to eke out their miserable Hvelihood by agricultural labour, 
these peasant farmers “are ready to accept any conditions.” 
“On the Steppe estates both women and men consent to sleep 
ont in the open air, on the bare ground, not only im spring and 
summer, but likewise in autumn-—-from May till) October. 
Who, asks one of our learned specialists, fcould endure such 
a state of things, living almost half a year without a roof ?

As for the dens they 
live in during the remainder of the vear, they positively beggar 
deseription. Tt ais difficult to conceive any more loathsome 
habitation for human beings than many of these huts.  Out- 
houses, sheds, and covered vards are frequently destroyed ; and 
even some of the huts are roofless.” | 

This is a state of things which cannot possibly last. Lt 
it be not ended by violence, of which certain ominous signs are 


already visible, it will surely be terminated by bankruptey. 


A SCENE: Or MISERY. 


Tens of thousands of peasants, we read, are erring about the 
country in seareh of land or work; whole villages banding 
themselves tovether as wandering beggars ; large crowds bes.eg- 
ing the monasteries and clamouring for admittance, and many of 
those who are denied an asylum in the cloister find a refuge 
in suicide.

Only a short time ago a telegram was received here from Yatta, 
in the Crimea, stating that the Jews of that and other towns in the 
Taurida had also been e X Pe Hed by order of the police, lt was at 
first intended to deal out the same hard fate to the Jews living in 
the Caucasus: but. thanks to the exertions ot the Grand Duke 
Michael, formerly Governor of that Province, this cruel decree has 
not yet been earried into ettect. The Cireassian Jews, many of 
whom are Karaimes, will therefore be permitted to remain in their 
old homes. 

This noble conduct on the part of the Grand Duke (the Emperor's 


brother) is a proof that the hatred against the Jewish people is not 
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shared by all the members of the Imperial. family. In fact, there 
are many intelligent and humane persons in the highest cireles in 
Russia who do not syinpathise with the present policy of the 
Government agaitist the Jews, Stundists,.and all those. who are 
not members of the State Church." Even Prince Metchersky, 
the bigoted editor of the Grashkdanin, and one of the greatest 
Judophobes in Russia, has just been bitterly attacked by the 
Norowe Vremye tor writing in his paper “that perhaps the Jew was 
even necessary for theragricultural interests of Russia, and that he 
Wiis preferable in the villages to the Koolak,” or what. the Trish 
would eall the ‘* Gombeen man.” 

One of the. worst features of the present persecution is 
undoubtedly the absence of al] contro!) over the actions of the police 


in the interior. — These petty despots have neither a free press nor 


a healthy public opinion to check their brutality and petty despotism, 
and naturally frequently abuse their authority.. The very secrecy 
with which the orders of the Government are carried out lead to a 
great many shameful acts of injustice which the Czar, notwith- 
standing his antipathy to the Jews, would never tolerate were 
it possibly for him to know but half the evil that 1s. perpetrated in 
his name. One of the most tlagrant eases of abuse of. official 
authority recently occurred in the town of Wilna, when the Jewish 
merchant O. G. was su dently expelled by “administrative order ” (ve., 
without trial), notwithstanding that he was able to prove in a court of 
justice that he had never been tried for any offence, and that in his 
business relations he bore an excellent character. The flimsv charge on 
Which the merehant was expelled is that he was a usurer. © This charge 
the merchant proved to be croundiess, and the worst that can be said of 
the merchant is that he has on various occasions lent his acquaintances 
money at ten percent.. Which Russia is no uncommon interest 
when the risks are very great. That O. G. is an ordinary usurer 
he indignantly denies > for being a Government contractor he had 
ho necessity earn a livelhood im this questiohable manner, even 
if lie desired to do so, 

The most) shametul feature in the expulsion of this merchant 
that he has not been expelled for the ‘good of the public at large ; 
but in order to please a pettycotficial, who was in the merchant’s 
debt. This, person, | hear, was the assistant of the Police-master., 
The Governor of Wilna, under whose orders the merchant was ex- 
pelled, acquisesced in this unjust sentence, im order to please the 
chief ofheial das Chancellorv, Notwithstanding, the expelled 
merchant produced a certificate from the police, stating that he bore 
a good character, the order of the Governor has not been counter- 
manded ly the Ministry of the Tnatertor, which has been informed of 
this Miscarriage Of pustics 

Oue of the chief officials in that Otfice, on being reminded 
of the matter, replied that he was extremely sorry, but could 
not refuse the Governor -(who, it appears, has great interest 
with various high officials in the same Ministry).

NEWS FROM POLAND. 
Our Warsaw Correspondent, | 

‘“ T HAVE already informed you of the ‘new laws’ whose promulga- 
tion We have been dreading, the sixty-tive laws deferred since last year, 
but now under Ministerial consideration. Though, however, the ofticial 
ratification of these laws has not yet been made, one by one our 
reinaining privileges are being taken from us. Thus during the 
present year we have lost the right of election to the dumas or 
village councils, Quite recently a new order was published that 
surgeons who have completed their term of service in the army shall 
have the rank and rights of otticers. This order expressly contained 
the proviso except the of Jeurs.” But of all these acts 
of persecution the worst are two :— 

(a) The loss of the rights of 1880, 

(0) The depriyal of the right to possess peasants’ land in Poland. 

“ At the beginning of the reign of Alexander II., Jews began to 
settle in Russia proper, and though the Government—unwilling 
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to embroil itself in a conflict with anti-Jewish prejudices—did not 
formally sanction these settlements of the Jews, it tacitly permitted 
them. The Jews justified this clemency by expanding the trade and 
encouraging the manufactures of the country. But in 1880 the 
anti-Jewish party took alarm and reproached the Government with 
permitting myriads of Jewish families to settle beyoud the Pale, this 
being against the law. The Minister for the Interior, Makoff, issued 
a notice that the Jews who had already settled in Russia (beyond 
the Pale) had acquired the legal rights of native Russians and were 
not to be molested, but that they and their families had full rights to 
move at will and to settle in any part of Russia. A large number 


of Jewish families were thus left in Courland and Lifland, especially - 


in the ports. Even in 1883, Tolstoi, the Minister of the Interior, 
confirmed this circular of Makotf, which remained in force as though 
it were an Imperial ukase. But last March, Douranotf, the present 
Minister of the Interior, published an order recalling the circular 
of 1880, and directing the expulsion of all the Jews who had 
previously been safe under the old regulation. The numbers in- 
volved were enormous. In the city of Riga alone 1,600 families were 
marked for expulsion. Injustice was piled on injustice. Mechanics 
(even though. Jews) have the right to settle in any part of Russia. 
This is a right established by the law of 1865, The Governor of 
Riga was equal to the emergency. He simply tampered with the 
papers of hundreds of Jewish workmen and destroyed the record of 
their rights, or at least illegally preclaimed that their claims were 
informal. | 
‘Secondly, as to the land here, in Poland.  Ifere the Jews have 
the right to buy land. Thousands of Jewish families ‘ave done so. 


So fully were these properties recognised as belonging by law to. 


Jews that the Imperial Bank of Russia has frequently lent money 
on the security of these lands, which were registered under their 
Jewish owners in the regular and formal way. For quite thirty 
vears not a whisper has been heard against the right-of the Jews to 
own these lands. About three years ago a petty official claimed 
2000 roubles from the Jews, and on being retused, threatened to 
bring about their expulsion from their estates. In revenge, he set 
about prying into old collections of laws, and he found one forty 
years old—-one, moreover, which had never been included formally 
in any of the codes—by which any Jew who purchased land from a 
peasant must produce thirty peasant witnesses to testily that the 
sale had been Lonefide to the advantave of the peasant. Of course 
the Jewish land-owners cannot produce such witnesses or depositions, 
and they are being expelled. They are allowed to-go through the. 
farce of re-selling their lands to the peasant, but they esteem-them- 
selves happy if they get one-tenth of the value of the land, or, indeed, 
if they obtain enough to carry them to America, or to some town 
where they can hope to earn a living. Thus the outlook is black 
enough,

HOW THE JEWS OF DUBTELN KEPT THE PASSOVER 
FESTIVAL. 


Tue following narrative is extracted from a private letter from 
Riga ; it emanates from a thoroughly authentic source :— 

“ An interesting event happened not long since in Dubteln, near 
Riga. The permanent Jewish population numbers about 200 
families, and these were supplemented by about 100 Jewish 
families who had betaken themselves to Riga for the bathing season 
and remained over the last festival of Passover. Dubteln possessed two 
synagogues, but in consequence of the Imperial Ukase the Jews were 
forbidden to hold services in their places of worship. On the first 
day of the festival the police marched to the synagogues and read a 
declaration prohibiting the Jews from assembling for prayer. The 
Jews hastily removed the Scrolls of the Law and some benches to @ 
forest in the neighbourhood, and held their meeting in the open air. 
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A photographer took a photograph of the Jews as they stood at their 
devotions in the forest. At night the Jews sent for lanterns and 
said the evening prayer by their light. The Serolls of the Law and 
the benches were le ft in the forest over night, as the Jews hope “l to 


renew their public worship on the following day. Early in the. 


morning the police put in an appearance ; they sealed up the 
receptacles in whic h the Serolls had been placed, and earrie va ott 
everything to the police station with scant respect. When the Jews 
arrived, they were driven away by the police. The latter took the 
precaution to destroy the photographer s negative, but IT have been

PERSECUTION OF PROTESTANTS IN RUSSIA. 


Wer have ample evidence of the persecution of the Russian Jews in 
their frequent arrival in our midst, but hitherto there has been little 
sign in England of the equally virulent persecution of Ntundists 
and other Protestant sects in Russia, which has been described 
at length in this) paper, while organised means have 
been devised for the rehet of any such vietims as may reach 
out shores. The following case will therefore be read with 
interest :— | 

Gotttried Kaiser, a Russian Lutheran, with his wite, two sons aged 
nineteen and ten, and three dat ugliters aged twelve, five, and four, 
arrived in London at the poor Jews’ temporary shelter quite recently 
from Hamburg,.in the company of a number ot Russo-Jewish 
refugees. | 

Kaiser states that he is a Russian by birth, but of German 
extraction ; that he had resided for thirty years in R. ajuivka, a village 
in the province of Niet! where there had been for along time a small 
Lutheran community, consisting of thirty-two families, of which his 
family was one. The community had always possessed a sehool of 
their own, managed by a Lutheran pastor and assistant teacher. They 
had no chureh, but Divine service was alw avs held in the school. 

He had he id on lease twelve dessiatins of land, which he had 
farmed, making a bere subsistence for his family, and, when the 
lease expired, he continued his tenancy on the old terms without 
contract. Lately, however, his landlord informed him that the 
Ukase of the Eanperor no longer permitted him to remain a tenant, 
and that he must quit, unless he consented to be converted to the 
orthodox Greek faith, and this he retused, 

At the same time the school was closed by order of the police, 
who gave notice to all members of the Lutheran community that, 
within two months, they must be converted to Orthodoxy or must 
he regarded as no lonwer Russian subjects. They all refused, and 
their names were accordingly struck off the lists of Russian subjects: 
and, from that moment, they ceased to have the protection of the law. 

Their orthodox neighbours il-used them, ‘‘horrowed” or 
toreibly took their goods, and when return or payment was requested 
they refused, and there was no redress. No one would let them un 
land nor even employ them as labourers on the land, everyone 
declaring that the new Jaw torbade it. 

As all the Lutherans were farmers, finding their livelihood gone, 
they determined to leave, sold off their little possessions at a creat 
sacrifice, and the majority of them emigrated to America, They were 
not expelled, and had no citicuity im obtaining the passports 


enabling them to leave thou wh they to pay heavily for 


them. | 

Kaiser realised 200 roubles for his chattels, and had to pay 
22 roubles for a passport. The shipping agents advised hiin to go to 
England, telling him there was plenty of work to be had. | 

On arrival here he was advised to vo to the German C ‘onsul for 
assistance, At the Consulate Ife was told that he and:his children 
being all Russian born, no assistance ‘could be afforded him there, 
and that he must apply to the Kussian Consul. But, on applying 
to that oficial, he was told that he could not be regarded as a 
Russian subject, as he did not belong to the Russian National 
Church. 

Kaiser is a man of no education, but intelligent and evide ntly 
truthful. He gives an amusing account of the manner in which the 
authorities eradually tried to Russtanise the little Lutheran com- 
munity by slowly - and eradually diminishing the number otf hours 
permitted to be devoted in the school to German and religion.

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THE OFFICIAL DEFENCE OF RUSSIAN 
PERSECUTION. 


THe Century for July contains two articles in reply to the 
“Voice for Russia,” by M. Pierre Botkine, Secretary of = 
Russian Legation at W: ashington, which appeared in a previous 
number. The two articles by Mr. Joseph Jacobs, Secretary of 
the Russo-Jewish Committee, and Mr. George Kennan supple- 
ment one ; eat and cover the whole ground of M. Botkine’s 
defence. Mr. Jacobs takes up each point in his article so far 
as it relates to the Jewish Question in Russia. In answer to 
the argument that Russia prosecutes her Jewish subjects Lecause 
they will not assimilate with the rest of the Czar’s subjects, 
Mr. Jacobs says 


Russia eannot expect complete assimilation from men whom she treats 
with exceptional rigour, to whom she has devoted a whole code of re- 
strictive laws, which fills a volume of 201 pages. Where the Jews are 
treated on equal terms, they soon show themselves ready to become in 
everything similar to the races that surround them, except only in the way 
in whieh they worship their Maker, 


As rewards the alleged deleterious influence of the Jews on 
the Russian peasantry, the writer remarks :— 


The oppression of the peasantry comes from the execssive taxation 
of the Government rather than from the village usurers, whether Jewish 
or Chni-tian, And statisties have amply proved that there is less drunken- 
ness, crime, and misery generally in the provinees of Russia where Jews 
are forced to reside than in those where they are not allowed to contaminate 
the peasant by their presence. 7 


Mr. Jncobs continues : 


If it had been the purpose of the Czar and his advisers to assimilate 
the Jew and the peasant, they would not recently have put obstacles in the 
way of the Jews becoming agriculturists in separate colonies, where they 
could not interfere with the peasantry. Many thousands of these Jewish 
agriculturists exist in southern Russia, and have prospered and shown 
aptitude for agricultural pursuits for three generations, Instead of any 
encouragement, the following enactments show that the Russian Govern- 
ment is determined to prevent the Jews from following any other pursuit 
than commeree :-—" All laws which encourage Jews to follow agriculture 
are abolished, and special facilities have been given them for leaving the 


agricultural classes and entering others (Artiele S335, Part 2, Vol.

The preposterous argument of M. Botkine’s that the recent 
expulsions were due to a desire of the Government. to protect 
the Jews from the animosity of the works is dismissed in the 
following words :— 


If the protection of the Jews were the object of the recent expulsions 
why were they not resorted to twe ‘ve vears ago, In TSS], when, owing to 
the culpable laxity of the Russian authorities, uo fewer than 167 towns 
apd villages of southern Russia were the seenes of violent attacks on 
Jewish life and property, and worse still, on the honour of Jewish women, 
The Government did n thing then to st |) these outrages, til a meeting 
at the Mans: _ House in Lo:.don drew the attention of all Europe to the 
eriminal apatliy of th e Russian Government. 


Mr. Jzcobs concludes 


In her attempts to ernsh the independence of the Hebrew. an her 
attempts to prevent the Ru-sian Jew from wo rship ping his God after the 
dictates of his reason, Russia can find no sympathy in the United States. 
The germ of that mighty realin which now spreads peace and plenty from 
the Atlantic to the Pacifie was forme l by men who lett their native 
country in order to preserve their liberty of conscience. Their sons have 
alwavs preserved the right of religious freedom for those settled in’ the 
midst of them, They can have no svmpathy for a Government which 
places all manner of restrictions on the hfe of a Jew while he worships 
God as his forefathers lave done for three thousand years, and removes 
them if he will but consent to yoin the O;thodox Church. 


Mr. Kennan’s powerful article only deals incidentally with the 
Jewish Question, on which he remarks :— 


His ease against the Jews is not supported by a single fact, nor by 
reference to a single recognised authority, nor by a line of statistics, nor 
by a paragraph of history, nor by a section of law. It is a bare state- 
ment of pe: sonal belief, which would not have the slightest weight ins 
court of justice, and whieh ouzht not to exert the Teast influence upon P ubliec 
opinion. . . « He should have furnished us with trustworthy informa. 


tion, supported by proofs, as to the nature au d trend of Russian le vislation 


with regard to the Jews, in order to show us that the Jatter have as good 
a chance to become cool citizens as the Russians have, and that their 
alleged bad behaviour is a manifesta‘ion of innate depravity, and not a 
result of unjust | gislative diserimination against them. Instead of doing 
this, he has cfifered us a series of hoprove d and unsupporte d assertions. 
Stripp: d of verbiage, and reduced to the simplest possible form of @X- 
pression, the feeling of the governing ¢ ‘lasses in Russia toward the Jews 
would seem, from this ¢ xp'anation, to be a feeling of personal antipathy 
blended with race prejudice. If ther: is any other reason, Mr. Botkine 
docs not state ibs nd upon this present; ation of the facts any dispassionate 
judge would not } esitate to dismiss the case without even h jearing argument 
from the other side, Granting the truth of all that Mr. Botkine asserts 
the persecution cf the Jews in Russia is still unjust and unjustifiable. 
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A FEW OF THE SPECIAL LAWS 


RESTRICTIONS ON RESIDENCE, 

1. The Jews of Russia have Jong been compelled—with certain 
exceptions only—to reside ‘either Poland or in the towns within 
the adjoining provinces known as the ‘ Pale of Jewish Settlement,” 
but which contain comparatively few towns. 

. They may not live within fifty versts (about thirty-three 
miles) of the frontier. The effect is to prevent them carrying on 
trade with neighbouring countries. 

EXPULSIONS FROM VILLAGES. 

Under the May Laws, which prohibit Jews from settling 

“outside of cities and towns,” those settled in villages since May, 


-T88&2. are expelled therefrom. and driven into the overcrowded towns 


of the Pale. | 

4. Under certain decisions of the Senate, Jews settled in villages 
before May, ISS82, have the right of remaining there, but only pro- 
vided they do not move therefrom. Many have been driven out 
who had. settled there before because their names had not been 


inscribed as villagers, or because they had temporarily left the

5. Suburbs of towns and small towns have been in many cases 
declared villages, and the Jews have been expelled therefrom.

Any Jew 
unable to Prove the place ot lis birth may he prosecuted, and, 
registration was formerly ‘a lax institution in Russia. aie. 
and expulsions ot Jews, as alien vagrants, or as rogues and v agabonds 
(brodiya: gs), are Of NO Yare occurrence. 


RESTRICTIONS ON EDUCATION, 

12. The attainment by a Jew of the highest. degree in any 
University. Faculty entitles him te the privilege of residing outside 
the Pale. A Jarge number of Jews have hitherto been candidates 
for University distinetions ; but recent laws have limited admissions 
not only to the Universities but to the Gymnasia, the proportion 
fixed being 10 per cent. in the Pale, 5 per cent, outside it, and 3 per 


cent. in St. Petersburg: and Moscow. “The Jews are not allowed 


schools of their own. In the special technical schools built and 
endowed by certain rich Jews, the proportion of Jews admitted is 
limited just as if they had been established by the Government. 

13. Jewish children atte nding the public schools are required to 
be be present on the Jewish Sab bath: 
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ARTISANS PRIVILEGES RESCINDED. 

14. Skilled artisans and their families have hitherto been allowed 
to reside outside the Pale of Settlement. Under recent rules, 
Jewish artisans residing in Russia proper are found inefficient in 
their trade, or not actually in work, or past work by reason of age, 
they are expelled. 

15. Skilled artisans, who formerly held the right of permanent 
residence in Moscow and St. Petersburg, have lately been deprived 
of that right by an arbitrary and summary administrative order, 

16. The definition of “skilled artisan” has been contracted for 
It has lately been declared that 
bakers, vinegar-makers, glaziers, printers’ compositors, and other

19, Those Jews who, as, high graduates of a University, or as 
merchants of the First Guild (men paying at Teast 1,000 roubles 
taxation annually), are allowed to reside outside the Pale may have 
no more than two Jewish emp/oyés in their service, (A privileged 
Jew, who wishes lis aged parents to reside with him outside the 
Pale, frequently registers the one as his valet and the other as his 
cook.) 

20, Jews are prohibited from forwarding goods, as agents or 
enployes, from frontier Custom-houses to lecalities outside the Pale. 
PROFESSIONS AND PUBLIC APPOINTMENTS CLOSED. 

21. Jews are not allowed to occupy any Government or public 
appomtment. They have accordingly been dismissed from) railway 
and post-ollice service, from the posts of schoolmasters, and from 
notarial ofhees. They may no longer be appointed doctors, or even 
vetermary surgeons, in the army. No Jew may become an advocate, 
thouch fully qualitied by examination, without the special sanction 
of the Minister of the Interior, which has not once been given. No 
dentist or apothecary of Jewish extraction IS to ree elVe cl licenee to 
practise, No Jew may become an officer in the army, though bound 
to serve in the rank and file, ike all other Russians. The penalty 
of evading military service is higher for the Jew than for others 
No Jew May Serve 11) the navy, 

No Jew may be elected Mayor, Councillor, or Police Mavis 
trate, nor qay held any other town office. The law says, Th 
duties of sido’ cannot be entrusted to Jews with convemence or 
decency.”

All Jews, on conversion, receive from. the State a considerable 
subvention, and are thenceforth free from all disqualitications. 

2), Synagogues are only allowed in places where there are no 
fewer than eighty Jewish houses. Jews holding Divine w orship in 
their houses without official permission are punished by law. 

ALIENATED: AND. BLACK MAILED. 

26. The Russian law declares all Jews “to be aliens wliosc 
several rights are regulated by special ordinances.” This law and 
the mass of special ordinances cause the Jews to be regarded as a 
pariah caste. 

The minute legal restrictions which hem in every action of 
the Jew, and compel him to obtain police sanction for everything 
he requires to do, renders him a ready subject for blackmail, and he 
can only live by bribing. The poverty of the bulk of the Jews has 
now reached that stage where bribery is impossible. Hence these 
restrictive laws are now enforced with all possible rigour.
